Three of Smithsonian-Chrys- 
ler Expedition’s Rarest 
Creatures Now Dead. 


The spacious compartment provided — 
for the two giraffes at the western end | 
of the bird house at the Zoo is now 
full of birds. Dot, the female giraffe, 
is dead. Hiboy, the male; died two 
months ago. Death now has taken away 
the three rarest and most valued crea- | 
tures which Dr. William M. Mann, dl- 
rector of the Zoo, brought back from | 
Africa in the Smithsonian-Chrysler ex- § 
pedition. The shoebill, a bird is the | 
third. 

One morning not long ago the shoe- 
bill, which had sedately kept his peace 
and made no complaints, dropped to 
the floor of his cage, gaped two or three 
times, struggled briefly and died, Ex- 
pressed in money, this was the equiva-’ 
lent of putting $5,000 in a bag, tying @ 
millstone to it and throwing it into the 
ocean—for the shoebill was valued at 
this amount. 

Dot died of bladder and liver compli- 
cations despite the best veterinary 
treatment.

Other Nations Said to Back 
Washington’s Views in 
Subcommittee. 


PUEYRREDON ADAMANT, 
FAVORING A REDUCTION 


Hughes Contends Such Clause 
Would Clash With Those 
on Sovereignty. 


Havana, Feb. 8 (A.P.).—Argentina and 
the United States failed to come to an 
understanding at the Pan-American 
Conference tode regarding the right of 
Pan-Americanism to interfere with the 
complete freedom of nations in assess- 
ing tariff schedules. 

A deadlock had been threatening 
since Honorio Pueyrredon, head of the 
» Argentine delegation, demanded about a 
fortnight ago that the Pan-American 
Union be empowered to study means to 
lower the excessive tariff walls in inter- 
American commerce. Today a subcom- 
mittee mecting Iasting three hours 
ended with Charles Evans Hughes, of 
the United States, and Dr. Pueyrredon 
in complete disaccord and apparently 
determined not to alter their attitudes. 

The other members of the subcom- 
mittee, which was appointed from the 
committee on Pan-American Union af- 
fairs, and which has been assigned the 
, task of preparing a draft preamble to 
the convention, are reported as being on 
the side of the United States in the 
tariff wrangle. This leaves the.Argen- 
tine delegate to maintain his position 
alone., 


Others’ Interest Is in Equality, 


The interest of the others is under- 
@tood to be centered more on the pro- 
visions of the preamble, which declare 
the equality of all the American repub- 
lics and their independence and right 
, to territorial integrity, on which points 
& ready agreement was reached early tn 
the subcommittee deliberations. 

Dr. Pueyrredon is understood to have 
Maintained today that the preamble 
should contain a specific reference to 
the necessity that Pan-Americanism as- 
Sume a concrete economic form, tend- 
ing to the removal of all obstacles 
which impede unnecessarily the free 
flow of commerce. He is reported as 
repeating that he did not think Pan- 
Americanism, could be built entirely 
upon abstractions, that economic unity 
.of this hemisphere was the funda- 
mental and true object of the move- 
ment. 

The Argentine spokesman did not 
guggest that countries should be for- 
bidden to impose tariffs, but is under- 
stood to have said that discretion

Speaks for Madman. 


IN SPARING OF LIFE 


Slain Girl’s Father Last Wit- 
ness; State Attacks the 
Plea of Defense. 


Los Angeles, Feb. 8 (A.P.).—The 
crime of William Edward Hickman to- 
day was pictured by his own chief de- 
fender as the “most dastardly that ever 
human set out to do.” 

A few minutes before, a prosecutor 
opening the final arguments in Hick- 
man’s sanity trial, declared that the 
confessed kidnaper and slayer of Ma- 
rian Parker “already hed a-rope about 
his neck.” 

Climaxing the most stirring session 
of the legal battle, marked by the meet- 
tace to face in court of the slayer and 
the father of Marian Parker, the last 
phase of the trial went on today when 
arguments were begun. The case may 
go to the jury tomorrow. 

Jerome Walsh, Hickman’s chief coun- 
sel, speaking in booming tones that re- 
sounded through the crowded court- 
room, solemnly declared that the kid- 
naping of the child. victim from schoo! 
and her killing was the most dastardly 
crime in history, and that it was the 
first act of Hickman’s Insanity. It was 
a madman for whom he spoke, Walsh 
declared. 

It fell the lot of: Forrest Murray, 
chief aid to the district attorney, to 
open the arguments for the State. He 
shouted that Hickman, in a written 
plea for life, presented during the trial, 
had “asked that America do away with 
the rope when the rope: already is 
around his neck.” 

Assailing Hickman’s plea 
vine guidance” was responsible for his 
act, Murray asked sarcastically “why 
then did he not want himself acclaim-

ed’ instead of writing to the victim's 
father in a. letter demanding ransom | 
that he should not tell the police. 


Trait Is Sham. 


“His guiding providence 
mentioned in his murder 
said Murray. “There he 
guilt on Andrew Cramer, a ficititious 
accomplice. He then revealed the 
criminal’s trait of self-preservation.” 

“The standard by which you must 
judge,” Murray told the jury of four 
women and eight men, “is whether he 
knew the nature and quality of -nis 
acts. The preponderance of evidence 
in this case is your guide.” 

Taking up the defense plea, Attor- 
ney Walsh loudly described the crime 
as “so incomprehensible that no un- 
biased mind could say it was the act 
of a normal mind.” 

The dissection of the body of the 
victim was described in a rising fervor 
of voice as the “second act of an in- 
sane mind.” 

“IT am as outraged by this crime 
you are or the citizens of this com- 
munity,” Walsh said. “But a duty was 
placed in my hands, and I’m discharg- 
ing it the best my conscience dictates.” 

The defense attorney declared the 
much-mentioned instinct of self-preser- 
vation was entirely dead in “this boy,” 
from the time he strangled the child 
for a “pittance of $1,500.” He cited

But that 
letter was the finest and best evidence 
that this boy’s mind is addled.” 
Hickman was described as “the vic- 
tim of a shattered home, with a back- 
ground of family insanity.” Walsh told 
the jurors that if they “could go on 
record as finding this boy insane it 
would be of salutary effect upon Amer- 
ica for the spurring of good government 


and an assurance to the country that 
fair justice prevailed.” 

Walsh pleaded with the jury that he 
was a “novice before the bar,” but had 
come here in good faith to discharge a 
duty, believing “from the depths of my 
heart” in the abnormal mind of his 
client. His closing argument for his 
client was delivered in an hour’s time. 


Walsh’s Associate Speaks. 


After a short recess, Richard Can- 
tillon, youthful associate defense coun- 
sel, picked up the dangling threads of 
his chief’s pleading for their client. 
After 20 minutes Cantillon paused to 
ask: “Your Honor, may we continue 
tomorrow morning?” 

Cantillon had argued quietly and 
rapidly on the legal aspects of insanity 
trials, the prejudice of the layman 
against criminal defense lawyers, and 
the difficulties of such a défense. A 


|claim that “the delusion type of in- 
‘sanity’ has been established by pre- 
-ponderance of defense evidence in this 
case, 


was made by Cantillon. 

The young man who Killed the 12- 
year-old school girl and sold her mu- 
tilated body to her father for $1,500, 
met that father again in court here 
today and slunk behind his attorney's 
back to avoid the father’s eyes. 

As Perry M. Parker stepped to *he 
witness stand Hickman, confessed slay- 
er of Marian Parker, slumped down :n 
his chair behind his lawyer, Jerome K. 
Walsh, stubbornly fixed his gaze on 
the lawyer’s back and the table in front 
of him and refused to cast even a 
single glance in Parker’s direction. 

From the stand the father of Marian 
threw one long, intense look at his 
daughter’s killer and then turned to 
reply to queries of District Attorney 
Asa Keyes. 


Parker Identifies Slayer. 


Parker and Hickman came together 
today for the first time since the one 
paid the other $1,509 for Marilan’s body 


in the gloom of South Manhattan Place 
the night of December 17 last. 

As the last witness in Hickman’s 
sanity trial, Parker identified letters 
and telegrams sent to him by Marian’s 
kidnaper, also the treasury notes re- 
covered from Hic’ man, which he had 
paid to the youth for the body. 

Asked to identify the defendant, he 
looked at Hickman as the latter’s eyes 
remained averted from the witness 
stand, and said:

Small’s ten-plank 
platform advocated direct primaries, 
completion of the State hard road sys- 
tem, home rule for Chicago in trans- 
portation problems and ‘full, free and 
equal rights of Illinois as a sovereign 
State of the Union.” 

The latter plank was interpreted by 
friends as reiterating the governor’s po- 
sition that the United States Senate 
was without power to oust Col, Frank 
L. Smith, TWlinoils senator-elect, re- 
cently refused a seat. Col. Smith at- 
tended the Thompson-Small confer- 
ence. 

In a statement after the conference 
Gov. Small said he would be gulded 
by Thompson’s advice in appointments 
and policies affecting Chicago, which 
friends of the two interpreted to mean 
that the mayor will dictate the gov- 
ernor’s appointments in Cook County 
and Chicago.

“Secretary Hoover,” said the governor,

the House and the Senate. Senator 
Norris is in favor of such legislation. 

“With Secretary Hoover’s name on 
the preferential ballot in Nebraska the 
lines would be clearly drawn and the 
people would have a chance to express 
their desires as to which delegation 
they would want to represent them at 
the national convention.

. Domestic sugar producers are becoming

industry by the unlimited importation of 

Philippine sugar. The United States Beet 
Sugar Association and the Domestic Sugar 
Producers Association are making an appeal 
to Congress to place a limitation of 500,000 
tons annually upon imports of sugar from the 
Philippines. 

A limitation of 300,000 tons was applied to 
Philippine sugar prior to 1913, when it was 
removed by the Underwood tariff act. Since 
that time the importation of sugar from the 
Philippines has increased 400 per cent. The 
production of sugar in the islands is rapidly 
increasing under the stimulus of enormous 
profits in many cases. As matters are going, 
the Philippines will not only drive American 
producers to the wall, but will make it impos- 
sible for Cuba to compete. The end, unless 
stopped, will be the absolute dependence of the 
United States upon a sugar supply originating 
7.000 miles away, subject to the vicissitudes 
of interruption by war. 

, American beet sugar producers supply about 
1,000,000 tons annually to dhe market. They 
pay about $55,000,000 to farmers raising 
sugar beets, and about $225,000,000 is in- 
¥ested in sugar-beet factories and plants. 

What is the Republican party doing when it 
fails to protect this home industry? 

The benefits to agriculture in the raising of 
sugar beets are not confined to the profits 
from the sale of beets. 
yery valuable for stock raising. Western 
farmers are imitating German agriculturists, 
who for years have raised sugar beets and 
whose cooperation with factories has built up 
ene of the strong industries of the world.

AIR MAIL ROUTES. 


» Although the latest bulletin of the director 
ef aeronautics of the Department of Commerce 
gives seventeen as the number of air routes 
now in operation in the United States, with 
seven mail routes under contract but not yet 
started, the House committee on appropria- 
tions in its report accompanying the Treasury 
4nd Postoffice appropriation bill asserts that 
By July 1 there will be 25 such routes in uper- 
dtion. The total mileage covered by the air 
Service at that time will be 11,700 miles, and 
the average distance covered each day by air 
planes carrying mails, passengers and express 
will be 25,756 miles. 
Wwraling $6,430,000 for the next fiscal year. 
Practically the entire sum paid for the service 
Will be returned in the form of air mail postage. 
That such an amount should be made avail- 
~ apte for the payment of air nrail contracts is 
hut an indication of the wonderful growth of 
air transportation. Other features of the in- 
dustry are not covered by the report of the 
committee, for the reason that they are not 
rictly speaking a part of the Federal service.

contracts. Of the existing routes, fourteen 
are equipped for passenger service, and nine 
of them also carry express.

AN OLD, BUT ACTIVE, GUILD. 


The Clothworkers’ Company, one of the 
twelve “Great Companies”’ of the City of Lon- 
don, and sometimes described as ‘“‘the most 
important of all the guilds,’ has had a long 
and interesting history, The other day it 
celebrated the 400th anniversary of the grant 
of its charter by King Henry VIII in 1528, 
but its origin is much more remote even than 
that date, for it is an amalgamation of the 
Shearmen and the Fullers, and the Shearmen 
or Retunders are traceable to 1180, while the 
Fullers, long existent as an association, were 
incorporated by charter in 1480. 

The Clothworkers’ Company has had an 
It has consistently maintained 
a close interest in its trade foundations, and 
its most important benefactions have been 
identified with the cloth industry. In London 
it has made large contributions to the Imperial 
College of Science and Technology and to the 
City and Guilds Institute; it has supported 
technical education at Bristol and elsewhere; 
it has taken a prominent part in promoting 
the higher education of women, and has hand- 
somely subsidized Girton, Newnham, Somer- 
ville and Bedford Colleges; and its modern 
charitable activities include much work for 
the blind, e 

The association of the Clothworkers’ Com- 
pany with the University of Leeds has per- 
haps given it the opportunity of rendering its 
most signal service. Some 60 years ago the 


then recently founded Yorkshire College of

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LAUNDRY PROBLEMS. 


For three years housewives of Boston have 
been trying to decide whether or not cleanli- 
ness in clothing is worth the price. If it were 
only a question:of the bills rendered by the 
laundry, or the daily wage of a washwoman, 
even the most thrifty would not he inclined 
to complain. For three years, however, 
mysterious form of rot has been attaching 
linen and cotton fabrics in Boston, and the 
damage, it is said, has run into thousands of 
dollars. 

The damage is not confined to commercial 
laundries, but also affects laundry done in 
private homes. Neither does it strike with 
regularity, for there have been numerous in- 
stances when, of five or six batches of clothing 
run through a laundry, only one or two were 
affected. About two years ago the Mellon 
Institute, of Pittsburgh, studied the damage 
and said that it was caused by sulphuric acid 
in the air.

In addition, the United States 
Air Force Association, of which Col. Mitchell 
is chairman of the executive committee and un- 
der the leadership of. which the aeronautical 
university will be promoted, will commit itself 
to a “‘political program advocating a depart- 
ment of aviation as a major activity of the 
Federal Government, with a cabinet officer at 
its head, coequal with the Army, Navy or any 
other executive department.” 

It is a pity that such plans should have been 
thus complicated. Political agitation is all 
right in its place, but it should not be tied to a 
so-called educational movement. 

Col. Mitchell, in further explanation of the 
reasons for founding the school, says: 

No development commensurate with.the 
ability and power of our great Nation can 
be expected at the hands of the Federal 
bureaus now handling our aviation because 
their graded services, where promotion is 
based on the amount of time a person 
Stays in them, irrespective of his ability, 
and the necessity for the harmonizing of 
all the older systems which a new force 
such as aviation would disrupt and change, 
prevents any improvement. 

During the war and for a while after it 
‘we led the world in aeronautics, but after 
the sinking of the battleships by aircraft 
in 1921 the men who led American avia- 
tion were stopped in this great develop- 
ment\and the matter was entirely taken 
over by the bureaus. 

A national aviation school would probably 
be generously supported if it were confined to 
the fields of instruction and experimentation, 
but many aviation enthusiasts would probably 
fight shy of a plan to turn the activities of the 
school into political channels, 


Suat what part radio has come to play in 
the daily lives of Americans is demonstrated 
by a broadcasting program put on the air last 
night by a well-known hotel owner and 
operator. The program itself was of little 
significance. The fact that it inaugurated 
radio service to each of 7,700 rooms of seven 
separate hotels,, however, indicates a great 
deal, It is said that the equipment necessary 
for the service cost in the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000. In each hotel, from this time for- 
ward, an operator will be on duty from 10 
o’clock in the morning until midnight provid- 
ing programs under the direction of the man- 
agement to any of the guests who throw the 
switch connecting the room apparatus. A hotel 
operator would not make such a large invest- 
ment if he were not certain that it would 
fulfill a definite demand. ,

PLOT AGAINST UNION SEEN 


(Associated Press.) 


| Intervention by the Federal Govern- 


i'ment to end the bituminous coal 
‘strike in Pennsylvania was urged yes- 
_terday in the House by two members 
that the mine operators 
/were conducting campaigns of terror- 
ism among the striking miners in vio- 
‘lation of Federal and State laws and 
the “persona 
Constitution.” 

Representatives Laguardia, a Re- 
/publican, of New York, who just made 
a personal survey of the strike area, 
an: Casey, a Democrat, who represents 
the Wilkes-Barre, Pa., district in 
Congress, charged the mine operators 
with using State police to terrorize the 
miners into wi‘hdrawing from. the 
United Mine Workers, the miners’ 
union. They urged the House to adopt 
the Casey resolution for a Congres- 
sional investigation into the conditions 
in the Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Ohio bituminous fields. 

Casey said that President Coolidge 
and Secretary Hoover had remained 
“silent” on the strike situation in the 
face of conditions of suffering and 
“brutal treatment” among the m'ners. 
The Red Cross, he added, also was de- 
clared by some to be influenced in not 
accordin~; relief to the miners because 
they would not leave the union. 

“When these things are placed be- 
fore the President,” Casey declared, “he 
is either indifferent or does not care. 
The great Herbert Hoover has been 
proclaimed all over the world for his 
humanitarian work, but I wonder why 
his voice is silent. I wonder if it is 
Beagerige se of presidential injunction or 
| is it just presidential yellowness.” 

Casey asserted that “while Hoover 
may get the support of the coal opera- 
| tors of Pennsylvania” for the presiden- 
| tial nomination the 4,000,000 or 5,000,- 
| 000 miners would “have something to 
| Say about this thing.” 

Both LaGuardia and the 
| Vania Democrat declarea that mine

SUNDAY MOVIE FOES 
INVOKE “BLUE” LAWS 


Baltimore Jury, Which Dis- 
missed Exhibitor, Now 
Presents Him. 


Baltimore, Feb. 8 (A.P.).—Delegate 
John G. Callan’s test of Sunday movie 
performances met a new turn today 
when the grand jury which a week ago 
dismissed charges of violating the Sun- 
day laws, today presented Callan and 
two others for indictment for violating 
the blue laws in their second test per- 
formance last Sunday. 

The cases now go to the State’s at- 
torney for indictments to be drawn up 
under Maryland procedure and the in- 
dictments must then be voted as true 
bills bv the grand jury before the case 
goes into criminal court for trial. 

Callan was charged with violating 
the laws by selling programs as tickets 
for admission to the theater and by 
keeping the theater open. Charles F. 
Mules, vice president of the Liberty De- 
fense League, of which Callan is head, 
and Walter Stierhoff, motion picture 
machine operator, were charged with 
working on Sunday. Charges brought 
by the police that Callan operated the 
theater without a license were dis- 
missed by the grand jury

| HOW TO KEEP WELL 


r DR. W. A. EVANS 


HERE is a peculiar mental condi- 
T tion that goes by the name of 

melancholia and which is of broad 
interest. If one reads the statistics 
from State institutions, he will not 
think it so important, for not many of 
the inmates are in such institutions 


with that diagnosis on their record 
sheets. It seems more important when 
one considers the inmates of private 
institutions. But not even that study 
indicates the importance of the sub- 
ect. 

‘ Melancholia is a disease of the emo- 
tions, and as such ts almost outside the 
flelds of the mental. At least one foot 
ia outside that field. A large’ part of 
those with melancholia are not insane 
and are not headed that way. Some 
profound and even helpless melanchol- 
ics are clear mentally, have good judg- 
ment and other excellent mental quali- 
ties. 

President Lincoln inherited the Lin- 
coln blues. He was given to spélis of 
melancholy. By the exercise of his 
good, common sense and making con- 
stant use of his humor, story-telling 
ability and capacity for mixing with the 
people, he kept his head above the 
waters of melancholy. There is no bet- 
ter example of a man’s ability to over- 
come this variety of disordered moods 
by self-training and self-control than 
Abraham Lincoln furnished. 


Drs. Kamman and Hammes made a 
study of 150 cases of melancholia, and 
report their conclusions in “Minnesota 
Medicine.” The average age of their 
group was 44 years. This disorder of 
the emotions is most likely to bring 
te subject to his doctor in the fifth 
decade of life. Of these people studied 
mearly two-fifths had had attacks pre- 
eeding the one in which they were be-

ing studied. More 
group were females. 

In one-fifth of the cases there was a 
positive family history of melancholia; 
in four-fifths there was not. A family 
“tendency toward melan- 
cholia’”’ was much more common, How- 
ever, Drs. Kamman and Hammes 
thought heredity as a cause of melan- 
cholia had been overestimated 


than one-half the 


In only one-third was there a history 
of a preceding mental or cmotional 
strain. This, too, had becn overesti- 
mated, in their opinion The slow, 
perpetual, day-and-night influence of 
worry, fear, anxiety and loncliness | 
seems more important. In only 9 per | 
cent of the cases was there a history 
of bad family history and also of emo- | 
tional] strain. 

In only one-third of the cases was | 
there mental disturbance marked by | 
delusions, and hallucinations were | 
quite infrequent. 

The probability of cure, so far as the | 
one attack was concerned, was good, | 
but the likelihood that the man’s out- 
look on life would be permanently 
changed was not so good. It must be | 
remembered, however, that these doc- 
tors were studying the severe cases,

melancholia is done with those men 
and women who are made | MERSPPY

Declarer were given, the card 
originally Jed, and the question 
asked as to how Declarer should plan 
his campaign as soon as he saw Dum- 
my’s hand and knew the exact twenty- 
six cards with which he would operate. 
The declarati»n was No Trump, and the 
tands were as follows: 


Declarer will see that he can win two 
Heart tricks, two Spade tricks and one 
Club trick. Before losing control of the 
adverse suit, he can establish either 
‘three Diamonds or three Clubs in ad- 
dition to the Ace; in other words, he 
can win a total of three Diamonds and 
one Ciub, or no Diamords and four 
,Clubs But uniess thé Club finesse 
should succeed (tn which case he 
‘would win one more Club trick), he 
would be one short of game in either 
case. The danger in the hand ts that 
the adversaries may establish their 
‘Hearts and run them before the De- 
clarer gets game. That might happen 
‘if the Declarer made the somewhat 
inaturel play of winning the first Heart 
‘trick and, having the Hearts still 
stopped, boldly finessed the Clubs. If 
he did this and the Club finesse lost, 
ithe Hearts would be continued and the 
'Declarcr's final stopper extracted on the 
third round. The Declarer could then 
make -he remainder of his Ciubs which, 
with the two Heart tricks and the 
Ace and King of Spades, would be a 
‘total of eight: but to make game he 
/would need one Diamond in addition, 
‘and if the Ace of Diamonds should be 
‘held ty West, West could win with it 
and suve game by cashing his long 
Hiearts tf he had two left, as would be 
(quite .ikely. 
| DPec.arer, however, can make game a 
certainty by winning the first Heart 
trick and leading a Diamond to the 
‘second trick. It then will not matter 
lwhich adverse hand has the Ace of Dia- 
monds; it will win and the Hearts will 
be continued, the Declarer holding up 
‘until the third round. He can then 
‘finesse his Clubs with perfect safety.

Bill Would Legalize 
Race Betting in N. Y. 


Both 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 8.—A bill to legal- 
ize racing in New York State in much 
the same way that the sport is now 
legalized in Chicago was introduced in 


the legislature today by Assemblyman 
Louis A. Cuvillier, of New York. The 
proposed measure would permit the 
purchase of a share of stock in every 
horse competing and allow the forma- 
tion of breeders’ associations to sell 
shares in horses. 

The measure further would provide 
for the certificate scheme of betting 
which gives each purchaser of a certifi- 
cate representing an interest in a horse 
title to a share in the profits which the 
horse earned.. A 3 per cent tax to go 
to the State is also provided for in the 
bill. “The State might just as well de- 
rive some profit from racing,” said 
Cuvillier. “There is*no question but 
that betting is permitted on all tracks 
in this State, yet the State gets none 
of it. My bill would remove the hypoc- 
risy surrounding racing and at the same 
time legalize the sport.”

passing on any question of evil intent 
or motive, nor that he was doing more 
than ruling upon the pending motion 
His statements in regard to the right 
of shadowing and the obstructive ten- 
dency of such action were, however, in 
conflict with the funadmental position 


which has been taken by attorneys for 
the respondents, 4nd Justice Siddons. 
moreover, questioned the effect that 
any such right would have upon the 
jury system and the tribunals of the 
country. 

“I should be less than candid,” said 
Justice Siddons, after he reviewed the 
early circumstances and character of 
the present proceedings, “if I did not 
say that when these affidavits were 
presented to the court as to the em- 
ployment of these detectives it gave me 
a shock. The employment of these men 
| has been admitted in the answers filed 
‘to the rule to show cause. 


Definitions of “Shadowing. 


|. “What we have her~ then under a 
claim of legal right is that the court, 
or a part of it, may be subjected to @ 
surveillance which is entirely lawful 
if the jury is not made aware of it. 

“What is this shadowing?” 

Justice Siddons then read a number 
of definitions of the word and also 
those of espionage and surveillance, fol-

Rockefeller’s letter to Senator Walsh, 
of Montana, the committee prosecutor, 
and related documents were made pub- 
lic yesterday by Chairman Nye, of the 
committee, under the oil magnate’s 
specific permission for their use “in 
any way that will serve the public in- 
terest.” 

In the correspondence was a telegram 
sent to Stewart, chairman of the board 
of the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, at 
Havana by Rockefeller urging him to 
appear before the Senate committee 
and to “testify fully.” 


Points Out Duty. 


“No desire to protect others justifies 
withholding the slightest fact,’ Rocke- 
feller said in the telegram. “No duty 
to company or stockholders is compar- 
able to your immediate appearance 
Only such action will justify the con- 
fidence your friends and business asso- 
ciliates have in you.” 

It was after the receipt of this tele- | 
gram that Stewart changed his mind 
about a business trip to Mexico City 
from Havana and returned here to tes- 
tify, only to refuse to answer two ques- 
tlons put by the committee—whether 
he knew any one who received Liberty 
bonds from the Continental Trading 
Co. of Canada and whether he had any 
conversation witn Harry F. Sinclair, 
central figure in the Teapot Dome de- 
velopments, regarding the disposition 
of these bonds. 

This refusal led to the arrest of Stew- 
art by the Senate and the institution 
of Federal court contempt proceedings 
by that body after the Standard Oil 
official had obtained his temporary re- 
lease from custody on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 


Rockefeller Sorry. 


On the day the Senate issued its war- 
rant Rockefeller wrote to Senator | 
Walsh expressing his regret at Stewart’s 
refusal to answer all inquiries. 

“I have not felt that Col. Stewart 
failed in his duty to stockholders,” the 
letter said, “but I am sorry that he did 
not answer all of your questions, for 
the situation calls for the fullest dis- 
closure of the facts.” 

This letter from Rockefeller was tn 
Trésponse to one written by Senator 
Walsh on the first day Stewart appeared 
before the committee, in which the 
senator said the newspapers would ad- 
vise the oil magnate of “how well your 
admonition to Mr. Stewart was ob- 
served by that gentleman.” 

The committee prosecutor added that 
he would lay all of the correspondence 
before the committee “to determine 
whether a faithful discharge of the 
duty imposed on us requires that you 
be called.” 


Col. Stewart Refuses 
Comment on Letters 


Chicago, Feb. 8 @.P.).—Col. Robert 
W. Stewart, of Chicago, chairman of the 
board of the Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana, said he knew that the corre- 
spondence between John D. Rockefeller, 
jr., and Senator Walsh regarding Col. 
Stewart’s appearance before the Teapot 


Dome Senate committee was to be 
made public, but added that he had no 
comment to offer because it was a mat- 
ter that still is pending. 

Col. Stewart returned from Washing- 
ton today and went into conference 
with his board of directors. His secre- 
tary said Col. Stewart had a large 
amount of business accumulated and 
probably would be very busy in Chi- 
cago for several days.
